S the prouidence of Almighty God, hath placed Our A of 
Great Britaine AND lreland, Ag Yflands in the Otean, and therebyinreſpectof

9 | God, in that which may concerne the ſtrength and wealth of Ou 
domes, and that the woolls are a pꝛintipall dowzy ofthem, eſpectally being turned into Cloth, where⸗ 
by Our louing Subiects haue the benelit, alwel of the Manufacture as ofthe Pateriall : And where⸗ 
as Wee are giuen to vnderſtand, that there are great quantities ot Our Woolls expoꝛted out ot ur 
Realmes of England, wales and Ireland, to the great pꝛeindite of Our people, and the manifeſt 
bꝛeach and contempt of diners good and wholeſome Lawesinthatcale pꝛouided: We doe there- 
foꝛe bytheſe pꝛelents, ſtraitly charge and command all Our louing Subiects ot any of Our King- 
domes oꝛ Dominions of England, wales and Ireland, and Our Illes ot the Wight. Gerneſey, and 
Jerſey, as well Merchants ofthe Staple as others, and likewiſe all Merthant ſtrangers whatſo- 
euer, that hencefoozth there be no maner of Woolls, 02 Wool fells by them, os any of them expoꝛted 
out of any of Sur ſaid Kingdomes, Illes, and Dominions, either into foꝛrame parts, oꝛ out of any 
one of Our ſaid Kingdomes, Illes and Dominions, into any other ofthe lame, oz into Our Realme 
of Scotland, vpon paine ofconfiſcation of the ſame Woolls, and Wool fells, and all other paines and 
penalties, which by the Lawes and Statutes of Our Kingdomes, and by our Pꝛerogatiue Royall, 
in reſpect ofthe contempt and bzeachofour Commandement.may be inflicted vpon them: And we 
doe hereby allo reuoke and dilanull all Charters, Licences, Powers and Authozities , which haue 
bene giuen, oꝛ may be p2etended foꝛ the expoꝛting of any Wools. be they courſe oz fine. oꝛ of whatſoeuer 
natures, out of any of Our ſald Kingdomes, Illes, o: Domimons : And wee doe like wile ſtraitly 
charge and tommand all Our Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Collectozs, Searchers, and all other Our 
Offiters at the Poꝛts, and all and euery the Fermers of Pur Cuſtomes, and their Deputies,miniſters 
and watters . not to permit any woolls, oz Wool fels, to paſſe out of any Our ſatd Ringdomes and 
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Do id, wales and Ireland, u but of dür fad Pllexof the wight, Setneley. any 

J 4 from Poꝛt to Pot, noz other wile openly oꝛ pziutly, but 

to take oꝛder, and to vſe all care and diligente foꝛ the ſtay and ſetzure ofthe ſame,vponpaineof loſeof 
their plateg and other ſach puniſhment, as ſhalbe tult and meet. 

And dee che further tommand and authoꝛtze all, and euery our Juſtites ofPeace, and all Maloꝛs, 
and pꝛintipa Offiters of Our Cities and Townes, that where they ſhal be inkoꝛmed ofany great 
and extraoꝛdinary quantitie of Wooles, and Wool fells, to be gathered oz beſtowedin any Barnes, 
Stozehoules;02! other plates of receipt neeretheSeacoſt,and outofthe ſuruey and view ofthe Offi- 
ters of Our Potts, whereby it may be pꝛeſumed and luſpetted that they are intended to be tranſpoꝛ⸗ 
ted by ſtealth, that in euery ſuch tale, they arreſt all ſuch Wooles, and Wook-fels : and tanke oder by 
Bond, oꝛ other wile foꝛ their ſtay and ſafe keeping, vntill they haue certified Pur Pzinie Counſell, and 
reteaued oꝛder from them concerning the ſame. And we further tommand and require the Barons 

bol Our Exchequer, and Our Attozney Generall: that where there ſhall be any infozmation pꝛoſetu⸗ 
ted vpon any penall Law, conterning the expoꝛting of wogles , oꝛ wool-fels, that they doe not giue 
any licenſe of compoſition foꝛ the lame, but that the lame be pꝛoletuted with effect, andthe penalties 
recouered duely and ſtraitlp leuied. | 

And whereas it is oꝛdered by an Act made in the eight peere of Our late deere Siſter Queene Eliza- 

beth, that no maner of Rams,Sheepe, oꝛ Lambes , becarriedout ofthis Our RealmeofEngland, 
wales, 02 Jreland,vpon paine of fozfeiture ofall the offenders goods, the impziſonment of one whole 
peere, and the loſſe ofthe offenders left hand foz the firſt offence; and vpon paine of felony foz the ſe- 
cond; Bythe ſeuerity of which Law it appeareth what care was taken that Our laid Kingbome 
ſhould not ſuffer diſinheriſon of that pzincipall commodity , eſteeming the offence no better then a 
robberie ofthe publicke Treaſure: We doe therefozechargeandcommandall Pur Judges, Juſti⸗ 

tes, Officers, and Miniſters whatſoeuer , to whom it may appertaine, that they and euery ofthem, 
cauſe the ſaid Statute from hencefozth, duely and ſenerely to be put inexecution. And ne doe allo 
chargeand command all and enery Our louing Suviects, and all Marchant- Strangers, oꝛ others 
whatſoeuer : that there be no Fullers earth expoꝛted ont of any Our ſaid Kingdomes oꝛ Domint- 
ons, vpon paine ofconfiſcation oftheſame, and ſuch other puniſhment, as by Law — 
tine Royall,ſhall be meete to be inflicted vpon the offenders therein; Gining allo like charge 


mandement, 60 all porſane to whon ii ap apprrrame, that they doe duely obſerne andaſſi 
-a_ ok this Our Pzoclamation concerning the fame.
